Annual Dinner of Chamber 
Will Be Held Tonight at 
Copley-Plaza When Sub- 


ject Will Be Continued 


Improvements for the Merrimac 
Mystic rivers and other waterways were

Club. Following this a session at the 
chamber was scheduled, at which Joseph 
E. Ransdell, senator-elect from Louisiana 
and president of the nationai rivers and 
harbors congress, will the chief 
speaker. 

Charles C. Paine, member of the har- 
bor and land board and the Merrimac 
valley waterways board said that the 
board had already submitted its prelim- 
inary report to the Legislature. He said 
the Merrimac valley does per cent 
of the manufacturing of the state and 
the city of Lawrence does a business of 
$90,000,000 a year and the development 
of the waterways, was essential.

the presidency of Porfirio Diaz stands 
as the record of violent protest against 
his practical dictatorship. Popular elec- 
tions had become a byword, the enor- 
mous majorities given Diaz were known 
as absurdly fictitious and the semblance 
to sclf-rule by the people of a nominal 
republic had been lost when the climax 
was reached in the election of 1910, the 
suppression of Francisco Madero’s candi- 
dacy causing a resort to arms. 

It was in January, 1911, that the rev- 
olution had gained sych strength that 
Madero declared he would not lay down 
arms until General Diaz had resigned the 
presidency. The Dictator-President came 
tardily to the promise of reforms, in- 
cluding the safeguarding of the suffrage; 
the revolution grew and his resignation, 
May 25, and abandonment of the country 
made easy the entrance of Madero to 
the capital, June 7, 1911. ‘The subse- 
quent months have proved the exchange 
of Presidents to have given some cause 
for the conclusion that the countrv had 
substituted a little dictator for a great 
one and the revolt which is now furnish-

The veto message was accompanied by 
a letter to the President by Secretary 
Nagel, describing the literacy test as a 
radical provision “based upon a Eh 
in undertaking to apply a test which 
not calculated to reach the truth ail 
to find relief from a danger which really 
does not exist. 

“No doubt the law would exclude 
considerable percentage of immigration 
from southern Italy, amiong the Poles 
the Mexicans and the Greeks,” said Sec- 
retary Nagel. “This exclusion would em- 
brace many probably in large part unde-

aml distress to those who seek to enter, 
would be out of all proportion to any

this measure. 


“My observation leads me to the con. | 


clusion that so far as the merits of the 
individual immigrant are concerned, thie 
best is altogether overestimated. The 
people who come from the countries 
named are frequently illiterate because 
opportunities have been denied them. 
“The oppression with which these peo- 


ple have to contend in modern times.is | 


not religious, but it consists of a denial 
of the opportunity to acquire reading 
and writing. Frequently the attempt to 


learn to read and write the language of | 


the particular people is discouraged by 
the government and these immigrants in 
coming to our shores are really striving 
to free themselves from the conditions 
under which they 
live.” 

The secretary defended the character 
of the great majority of immigrants to 
the United States and declared that with 
rapid strides the foreign-born citizen is 
acquifing the farm lands of this coun- 
try.” 

The President in his veto message de 
clared: 

“[ do this with great reluctanc® The 
bill contains many valuable amendments 
to the present immigration laws, Which 
will insure greater certainty in excluding 
undesirable immigrants. The bill re- 
ceived strong support in both houses, and 
was recommended by an able commission 
after an extended investigation and care 
fully drawn conclusions. 

“But I cannot make up my mind to 
sign a bill which in its cHief provision 
violates a principle that was, in my 
opinion, to be upheld in dealing with our 
immigration. | refer to the literacy.test.

ington, have recently been rearranged in 
order to make room for new and val- 
uable additions to the collections. 

Prominent in the recently-placed ex- 
hibits is a series of the medals awarded 
by the United States government, in- 
cluding the naval medal of honor, the 
certificate-of-merit badges of the navy 
and marine corps, the Dewey congres- 
sional medal, the West Indies naval 
campaign medal, the campaign badges of 
the army and navy, and the decorations 
given to the members of the army, navy 
and marine, corps for proficiency in the 
practise of small arms. There are 24 
medals altogether. 

The medals recently installed in the 
National museum include those of Com- 
mander Matthew Fontaine Maury, a pio- 
neer in the investigation of the cur- 
rents and meteorology of the ocean. His 
studies sought to increase the safety of 
navigation and promote the interests of 
commerce. In recognition of his re- 
searches he received orders of knighthood 
from several foreign governments, was 
made a member of numerous technical 
societies, and was presented with many 
degregs and medals. 

The Maury collection in the National 
museum includes 19 of these medals. 
Among them are six gold medals pre-

TAKE PLENTY OF TIME WHEN 
YOU PAINT THE TIN BATH TUB 


O renew a tin bath tub, first thoroughly clean the tub with 
s plenty of hot water and soap, and after it is well freed from 
dirt and grease, give it a final rinsing with hot water, which will 
remove any dirt left. Wipe dry with soft cloths, and apply a thin 
coat of white paint, which you can get at any paint shop prepared 
for the purpose; let this dry well before applying another coat. Do 
not hurry, but let the paint be thoroughly dry before you attempt 
another. It will probably take three or four days—perhaps more. 
Then give a second coat of the~white paint, let dry as before, then 
follow with a third coat. Each coating must be thin. This will be 
none too many, and each must be let get perfectly dry before an- 
other is applied. Then you are ready for the enamel, which you 
can get at the paint shop, or furniture store. Two coats of the 
enamel are needed, and one must not be put on until the other 
is dry. Several days after the last coat of enamel has been 
plied, fill the tub with cold water and let stand a few hours—haf 
a day—to harden the enamel, then run the water out, dry the tb 
and wait a day or two longer. Then you will have a new bath 
tub. The enamel must be allowed to harden ‘thoroughly bef¢re

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INDIAN CITIZENSHIP. 
COMMITTEE OPPOSES 
REDUCTION OF CLERKS 


Acting in his capacity of vice-chairman 
of the Boston Indian citizenship commit- 
tee, J. Weston Allen has sent the follow- 
‘ing telegram to the House of Representa- 
tives at Washington: . 

“Boston Indian citizenship committee 
urge upon you the importance of main- 
taining clerical force of Indian bureau on 
present basis. Any reduction will seri- 


ously retard work of vital importance to 


the Indian now demanding attention.” 

A larly worded message a!so has 
gone the Washington committee of 
the Indian Rights Association. S. M: 
Brosius is the agent for the association 
at the capital. 

The two telegrams are the outgrowths 
of the present meetings of the confer- 
ence committee of the House and Sen- 
ate providing for expenditures in the 
Indian bureau. Mr, Brosius has been 
closely watching events in Washington, 
and in letters sent to the Boston Indian 
citizenship committee, and to M. K. 
Sniffen, secretary of the Indian Rights 
Association at Philadelphia, he says: 

“The Indian bureau had estimated for 
21 additional clerks. The work of the 
bureau increased over 6 per cent during 
the past fiscal year. \Adgitional labor 
has been added in the forestry division; 
in determining the ‘heirs of Indian allot- 
tees, which by law is vested exclusively 
in the Indian department; in approving 
allotments; in bonding banks; in fact, 
in almost every division of work in the 
Indian bureau there has been a rapid 
increase in labor to be performed. 

“While 2] additional clerks were asked 
for, the conference committee has re- 


in favor of limiting the force of | 


clerks to 10 less than are provided for 
“the current’ fiscal year. This will in- 
evitably result in crippling the work of 
the bureau and render it an easy subject 
for attack on the charge of inefficiency. 
The ‘commissioner of Indian affairs 
should be rgmtly supported in his 
endeavor to hold at least the present 
, quota of clerks for the next fiscal year. 
The Senate agreed to provide the full 
force of clerks equal in number to the 
present, fiscal year, but the House con- 
.ferees caused the reduction in number. 

“The conferees on the part of the 
Senate are: F. E. Warren, George Pea- 
body Wetmore and Lee S. Overman, 
Conferees on the part_of the House are: 
J, T. Johnson, A, 8. Burleson, Frederick 
H. Gillett. 
, “I am mailing a copy of this letter 
to M. K. Prifford.and to Colonel Lock- 
wood, so that they megy act quickly by 
wire in appealing for retention. of at 
least. the present force of clerks to do 
the work of the Indian bureau.” It 
stands to_reason that efficient work will 
not be accomplished with an insufficient 
force,”

There is far 
more in wajking across the stage and 
making @ seemingly natural tugn than 
the uninitiated have the least idea of. 
A player with poise can act on his 
two feet and without leaning on the 
stage furniture. 

“One with voice and breath control can 
make himself heard in the rear of the 
theater without raising his voice above 
normal stress or gasping for breath after 
every little phrase that demands emo. 
tion. 

“Above all should the player rise above 
his own personality and get into the skin 
of the character—project a real imperso- 
nation. Not for a moment do I allow 
myself to think of Miss St. John in 
‘Disraeli’ On the stage I am concerned 
enly with Lady Beaconsfield. It is just 
this art .of impersonation that makes 
Mr. Arliss’ acting so fine. I love the 
best scenes the play gives him and 
after two years stand in the prompt en- 
trance to watch him do the incident at 
the close of act two when I ought to 
be in my dressing room changing for 
the next act.” 

Miss St. John first came to this coun- 
try as star under her husband’s manage- 
ment.

Jt is always an interesting question 
how American ships get from one naval 
station to another and, with Washington 
frequently sending instructions that must 
be carried out at once, it means that the 
quickest possible route must be chosen. 
It is taken for granted, of course, that 
the man-of-war nearest a given destina- 
tion is despatched to the scene where it 
may be wanted. And sometimes consid- 
erable distances have to be coverea. If 
a war vessel, for instance, stationed at 
Panama, were given notice to proceed to 
Pearl Harbor, Hawaii, it would have to 
cover 4685 miles before gaining the Pa- 
cific station. And from the New York 
town and in New England it is commonly 
referred to as the Charlestown navy yard, 
But the government holds to the name, 
“Boston navy yard,” and this also avoids 
confusion with the Charleston, 5. C., navy 
vard. One feature pointed out to visi- 
tors is that there was a time when the 
Boston establishment not only repaired 
government ships, but built them. The 
frigate Constitution, no doubt one of the 
most famous vessels in the United States 
navy. was launched from Hart’s ship yard 
—what now Constitution wharf—on 
Oct. 21. 1797. The Constitution was 
the first ship to enter the old stone dry- 
dotk at the navy yard, Contemporaneous 
with the Constitution was the 28-gun 
frigate Boston, built in 1799, by subscrip- 
tion of the citizens of Boston.

In making the adjustment, it will often 
ye folindl that one chain is somewhat 
onger’ than the other, This is not due 
o the so-called “stretch of the chain,” 
mt father to the wear developed in the 
nany working parts. 

There is a-certain amount of wear in 
the bearings of each link, and this wear 
for the whole chain is considerable, 
When it is found that one chain has 
worn more than the other, one chain 
must be looser than the other, as other- 
wise the rear axle will not be in line 
with the counter-shaft. 

In lengthening or shortening the radius 
rods in the chain adjustment care must 
be taken to line up accurately the rear

WAKING BIG TELESCOPE REQUIRES — 
EXERCISE OF MUCH INGENUITY 


ns 


Galileo's telescope was made on the 
same principle as our opera glasses 
rather,.our opera glasses are made as 
was Galileo’s telescope. The best tele- 
scope he made was small, of only 32 
diameters magnifying power, and was 
full of optical imperfections. Neverthe- 
less he did great work with it, discover- 
ing the moons of Jupiter, the mountains 
on the moon and many other things. 
Irom this simple Little ‘bube, with -its 
two small glasses, supported on the three 
legs of a tripod, have come ou own | 
magnificent engines of investigation, 
which weigh tons where the first tele- | 
scope weighed pounds, and which show | 
the observer plainly things Galileo didn’t | 
even imagine existed. 

If you have the opportunity to go 
into the great dome in which is one of 
the great telescopes of this country, the 
Yerkes at William's Bay (Wis.), with 
its 40 incl glass; the Lick, on Mt, Ham- 
iiton in California, with its 36-inch glass; 
the naval observatory at Washington, 
with its 26-inch glass, you might not 
even know, writes C. H. Claudy, in the 
American Boy, that what you saw was 
a telescope and not some huge monster 
of a gun of some sort. lor these masses 
of iron and steel are very heavy and 
take quantities of machinery to move 
thenry and yet, so delicate are they that 
they move at a touch and require mi- 
croscopes to read on scales invisible to 
the eye the position of the tube. 


Wide Variety 


Of course, there are dozens of kinds ol 
telescopes. There are little ones for 
searching comets and bigger ones tor de- 
termining the time of day. There are 
those which swing only east and west | 
and those which, swing only north and 
south. But what is known as a great t | 
telescope is always of what is called the 
equatorial variety—capable of — being 
pointed in any direction and so balanced 
on its axes that it can be turned toward 
the west as fast as the earth revolves 
toward the east. 

One of the two axes of such a tel- 
escope is always exactly parallel to the 
axis of the earth. The other axis of the 
telescope is at right angles to this one. 
The telescope is so made that it can, 
by being first revolved about one* and 
then about the other axis, be pointed at 
any plate in the heavens. Once it is 
so pojnted it is locked in position and 
connected with a delicate clockwork 
mov 

The work movement revolves the 
whole about its polar axis, as 
the: fixed one is called, just as fast to- 

the west as the earth revolves

than a momentary glimpse of any stars 
through the telescope, They would flash 
quickly by the object glass, for the 
earth in its daily motion about its axis 
wouldn't hold the telescope still on any 
star at which it was pointed? But the 
little clock turns the telescope the other 
Way as fast as the earth carries it along, 
and so the observer can keep moon, star 
or planet in the field of But he 
has to hitch himself along in his observ- 
nig chair to keep pace with the slow 
movement of the telescope. 


Definite Positions 


The eye end of the great telescope is 
fairly incrusted with smaller telescopes, 
handles, microscopes, buttons, levers 
and seales. If you think a moment you 
will see that to point so big an instru- 
ment at the sky and just twist it around 
hunting for any star would mean hours | 
of work to get the telescope pointed at 
the particular star you wanted to look | 
at. So there are smaller telescopes, or 
5 ‘findets, ” as they are called, fastened to 


view. 


the outside of the big telescope tube, | 


with which the celestial object may first 
be found. The field of view of these 
smaller telescopes’ is much larger than 
that of the big telescope because their 


power is much smaller than that of the 


larger instrument. They can therefore 
locate a particular star or planet much 
easier than can the big one. 

But the astrononler doesn’t depend for 
finding his particular object on looking 
merely. All the known heavenly objects 
have definite positions. These positions 
are, 
earth, composed of two sets of figures. | 
One set is called “declination’—or dis- 
tance in degrees, ~-inutes and seconds | 
from the heavenly sonataie the other set 
is “right ascension,’ which is hours, 
minutes and seconds from one certain 
point in the sky. Knowing these two 
figures the astronomer has only to set 
his telescope by these figures on the two 
scales on the two axes and the telescope 
will point at that object. There are 
rough scales “‘r finding the position 
roughly and then very finely divided 
silver scales, which are read through the 
microscope on the telescope; and these 
scales not only assist in locating the 
object but in measuring the angle be- 
tween star and star. 


Object Glass 


The great object glass of a telescope is 
a very valuable and very delicate thing. 
It is extraordinarily difficult to cast a 
piece of optical glass of a certain quality 
in so large a disk as is needed to make

is wholly explicable by antecedents as well as 
| the present tenseness that little opposition 
~ should be heard from Americans in Mexico. 
iTheir perspective is necessarily local. But the Hon. John Barrett, 
as director of the Pan-American Union in Washington, is as much 
an officer of Mexico as he is of his own country. He sees this great 
question from the standpoint of the southern republics and their 
peoples as well as from the standpoint of the United States govern- 
ment and its people. This declaration prefaces his personal proposal 
to President Taft and the chairman of the foreign affairs committee 
of the United States House and Senate that a mediatory committee 
of three be appointed, to be composed of a prominent American, 
an equally prominent Mexican and a Washington diplomat repre- 
senting a Latin-American republic. As a matter of fact, in no 
other spirit than that of unselfishness, looking to the welfare of all 
interests concerned and especially to the approval of all the republics, 
could intervention be undertaken with prospect of reasonable success 
and permanent benefit. To secure this approval, we are inclined to 
think the most direct way is by the appointment of a Pan-American 
committee such as Mr. Barrett proposes. 

It must be plain to all who have followed developments that 
the Mexican situation not only affords but forces a test of the utmost 
eravity for Pan-American relations. The circumstance that Mexico 
happens to be the neighbor of the United States is apt to cloud and 
belittle the issue which, thanks to the new situation created by the 
Panama canal, embraces the entire western hemisphere, including 
Canada and the West Indies. Readers of the Latin-American page 
of the Monitor have been enabled, by many reports from the great 
South American capitals, to follow that most remarkable develop- 
ment, the movement for the adjustment of their bitter disputes and 
the consummation of a general entente among the ten South Amer- 
ican republics. That this movement for solidarity south of the 
isthmus is born of a pressure tesulting from the new situation at 
Panama and aims at the defense of South American integrity from 
intervention, whether conducted in behalf of or in deflance of the 
Monroe doctrine, is no secret today. 

It would appear that a turning point has been reached in Pan- 
‘American affairs and policies, as though the Felicista cannon had 
swept off ain untenable ambiguity. What has come up for decision 
is the question whether the American shall henceforth be regarded 
as the conquering Anglo-Saxon or be definitely established as first 
among his peers of the nations of the western world. 
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No CABINET announcements are to be made, it is said, until the 
morning of the 4th of March. [i this is true the mght of the 3d 
of March will seem to some American statesmen terribly long for 
the season of the year. 
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THERE are times, it must be known, when 
the Congress of the United States of Amer- 
ica sits as a city council, or a board of alder- 
men, or as a municipal commission. This 
comes trom the tact that it governs the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, which means, substan- 
tially, that it governs the federal capital. 
Aside trom the routine, which becomes gen- 
erally interesting only when it has to do 
with the great undertaking of making Wash- 
ington one of the most beautiful cities in the world, there is an 
occasion once every four years when Congress shares with the minor 
authorities an unusually large responsibility. Such an occasion is 
now at hand, and it takes on increased interest in view of the fact 
tliat it is to mark, for the third time only in more than half a cen- 
turv, the induction of a Democratic President. 

Just how many Democrats will be in Washington on the week 
of the 4th otf March next it 1s impossible to say, but it is expected 
that the crowd will be great—such a crowd, for instance, as a national 
political convention collects. Whenever a national political conven- 
tion is to meet, there is always talk of prospective exorbitant prices, 
and this is supplemented by talk of municipal action with the view 
of preventing imposition and making everything so pleasant for the 
visitors that they will all return home feeling under obligations to 
the hotel keepers, the restaurant keepers, the taxicab people and 
others who have contributed to their entertainment. 

Of course, the municipal governments never succeed in regulat- 
ing prices, hard as they may try, and their failure has generally been 
attributed to their restricted jurisdiction. Better results have been 
expected by the inauguration visitors to Washington, by reason of 
the unquestioned authority and the unlimited jurisdiction of the 
federal government in the District; yet these expectations have here- 
tofore been disappointed. Prices have soared as high and as con- 
fidently in Washington every four years as they have at Chicago, or 
Baltimore, or St. Louis, or wherever the Republicans or the Demo- 
crats have held their quadrennial gatherings. 

The question is, Can the federal government do any better than 
a municipal government in the matter of regulating hotel, restaurant 
and other rates? Representative Johnson of Kentucky appears to 
think that if the federal government treats the matter seriously, an 
affirmative reply can be made to this question. At all events, he has 
introduced a joint-resolution providing that the rates to be charged 
during the inauguration period shall be the same as the rates charged 
during the year prior to Feb. 25, 1913. Penalties for violation of 
the terms of the resolution are provided. As Representative John- 
son is also chairman of the House District of Columbia committee. 
there is a fair probability that the resolution will be adopted. It is 
to be hoped that it will be, because the manner and success of its 
enforcement will have a rather direct bearing on the present almost 
universal custom of saddling the public at great gatherings with all 
the charges it can bear. Imposition thrives simply because it believes 
itself to be immune.

have modified public estimate of him. He 
seemed to have a sense of obligation best 
summed up in the word “stewardship.” As 
a landlord he let it be known that he assumed 
obligations other than spending rent collected 
by his agents. No surprise, therefore, accompanies the statement, 
now authorized, that he has become intensely interested in problems 
of agricultural betterment, especially in regions adjacent to large 
cities. On land owned by him along the Hudson river extensive 
experiments are to be carried on, with interest to show what can be 
done to increase food supplies for urban dwellers. Nor is this all. 
He realizes the importance of research and experimentation of this 
kind on a national and international scale, and stands ready to give 
of his time and wealth to enlightenment of men. To indicate both 
where he stands in theory and what he hopes to do practically, he has 
agreed to go with other eminent delegates to the approaching inter- 
national institute of agriculture meeting to be held in Italy, where 
issues involved in providing adequate food supply for humanity are 
to be discussed by experts of many nations. 

When David Lubin, the American founder of this largely con- 
ceived and finely administered agriculture institute, vainly sought aid 
for his plan among public officials at Washington, he little knew that 
he was soon to find a sympathetic patron in the King of Italy or a 
subsequent admirer in one of the richest of American multimillion- 
aires, not to mention railway presidents like Messrs. Yoakum and 
Brown. But the presence of this new convert at the coming con- 
ference may mean much. 

There is, moreover, a pleasing element to this disclosure of Mr. 
Astor’s seriousness toward himself and society. If, in justice, it be 
said that he is not the first American youth of great wealth who has 
refused to remain a mere idler, his decision stands out as unusually 
significant because it has to do with agriculture. There is something 
conciliatory in the idea that wealth largely gained through income 
from city property is to be employed in making suburban and rural 
land more productive and remunerative. 


AMERICANS interest in the solution of 
Japan's problem of finding a man large 
enough to meet grave national issues and 
solve them, is increased by news of Count 
Yamamoto's acceptance of the premiership 
and his choice of a cabinet of men who are 
inclined to accent constitutional rights. This 
able and battle-tested admiral and naval 
administrator 1s a graduate of the United 
States naval academy at Annapolis, Md., and 
since his graduation he has always kept in touch with American 
thought and political changes. He comes from the people of Japan, 
and has more democratic instincts than many of the men who have 
been influential up to a recent date but who now find their own and 
their clans’ authority challenged by people who are not only deeply 
stirred but bold of speech. Yamamoto is identified with an arm of 
the national service which, in its record of patriotism is newer in 
point of time, but not less glorious, than the army; but because it is 
newer it is not hampered by caste distinctions and hoary traditions 
like the army. 

Consideration of the present turmoil in Japan cannot proceed 
far without appreciation of the dawn of a new era in journalism. 
Organs of the old regime have been made to suffer at the hands of 
irate citizens, and the penalties attaching to subserviency have been 
made apparent. On the other hand, independent criticism of men 
and of parties never has flourished so vigorously and with so little 
regard for possible penal consequences. [ven though a conserva- 
tive reaction were to follow after the recent unprecedented outburst 
of popular independence, it is not probable that conditions of cen- 
sorship ever again will be as they were prior to recent epoch-marking 
events. Public sentiment and opinion long suppressed having at last 
found vent, they will not submit to a return to a program of secrecy, 
either in domestic affairs or in foreign policy. ‘Thus the outer world 
may be permitted to know much more about Japanese history than 
even foreigners have been permitted to tell of late years. For 
instance, the American reading public may ere long really know the 
facts about the indignities said to have been experienced by Korean 
Christians and American missionaries at the hands of Japanese court 
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ofhcials.

BrrorE the New York Legislature at the 
present time is a proposal looking to the 
appropriation of $20,000,000 from the state 
treasury for the establishment of a coopera- 
tive system among farmers. It is probable 
that this proposal influenced in a measure 
the action of the New York state grange, 
holding its fortieth annual convention last 
week at Buffalo, with reference to more 
direct relationship between the producer and 
consumer. At all events, the grange unanimously adopted a plan 
of cooperation outlined in a report submitted by a specially appointed 
committee. This plan provides that a committee of three shall be 
appointed to formulate a workable scheme for the organization of 
cooperative societies throughout the state, and also a scheme for 
the establishment of cooperative wholesale and retail markets in 
the various communities of the state to be carried on under the con- 
trol of a marketing commission. 

It is a question if the grange is not proceeding along safer lines 
when it gives its thought to education and distribution, As to the 
matter of education, it was reported by the grange trustee of Cor- 
nell University that 2000 students, a gain of 440 over last year, are 
studying agriculture in that institution. Thirteen extension schools 
were held in eleven counties last year and two educational trains

were reaching 20,000 persons with advanced instruction on agricul- 
tural matters. All this will make for increased production. Equally 
important was the announced tact that supplies obtained by the 
grange at a minimum cost and totaling 222 carloads were distributed 
during 1912. 

Now, these are the means through which the high cost of living 
problems are to be solved. First of all. there must be greater pro- 
duction than there is now, and then there must be better and cheaper 
distribution. These do not call for an industrial or mercantile revo- 
lution ; their realization would mean simply a freer and more natural 
flow and interc! ange of commodities. No great body of people 
would be deprived of a calling; all would have a fairer opportunity. 
The productive vocations cannot absorb all the labor or intelligence 
ot the world. Civilization, at least, has not advanced to the point 
where all agencies of exchange can be dispensed with, where all con- 
sumers must be producers and all producers consumers, where there 
shall be no intermediaries, no merchants, no middlemen. ‘There are 
uleals, of course, and it is well to cherish them; but where human 
interests of great moment are concerned and public and private 
capital is likely to be largely involved, it will do no harm to be 
practical. 

THE TENDENCY at present is to increase the size of the Presi- 
dent's cabinet; the tendency presently will be to reduce it, because, 
essentially the democratic impulse is away from, not toward com- 
plex government.

pension relief. So that both groups of edu- 
cators, administrators and tedchers, are now found favoring the 
broad principle involved, and a public that wishes the best sort of 
teaching staff is not resisting any well-considered plan of pensions. 

When, however, it comes to formulation of methods by which 
the pension funds are to be secured, persons eligible for relief desig- 
nated, and the scope of a pension act defined, then differences of 
Opinion arise between teaching and admunistrative staffs. Witness 
the state of affairs in- Massachusetts at the present time, and the 
character of the appeals now being made before the legislative com- 
mittee on education. In such a case of radically differing views, it 
is the part of wisdom for lawmakers to be conservative in their - 
attitude. The matter is not one to be settled by intimidation and 
the force of claimants for action crowding the hearings. When the 
city of Boston serves notice through its legal counsel that the munici- 
pality will insist upon having careful consideration of its interests 
already committed to a local pension fund; when the chairman of 
the Boston school committee asks for delay in order that action 
finally taken may be based on complete knowledge of facts—it is no 
tine for hasty comnnttal of the commonwealth to a policy that, when 
indorsed, will disclose defects, administrative and ethical. 

Moreover, whenever action. is taken by the Legislature, the 
burden of proof should rest upon critics of the pension policy 
devised by the state board of education and not upon that body of 
experts. Their plan is based on knowledge of all the facts. It is 
the way out proposed by men and women with no personal interests 
at stake, It takes into account future contingencies as well as present 
conditions. In it the commonwealth has the matured advice of a 
body of experts entrusted with supervision of educational matters. 
Why set aside such a plan for one backed by persons who admittedly 
cannot be wholly disinterested in. their recommendations? If the 
American democracy is ever to admit the validity of expert guidance 
in matters of lawmaking, where better cam it begin than in the field 
of education ?
